The Golden Words of the Bible. 
Suppose, says the gifted Hamilton, of 
the Scotch church in London, suppose 
that each were to mark in golden letters 
the text which has been to him the gate 
to heaven, the text through whose open 
lattice a reconciled God has looked forth 
on him, or through whose telescope he 
first has glimpsed the cross. The Ethio- 
pian chamberlain would mark the fifty- 
third chapter of Isaiah, for it was when 
reading about the Lamb led to the slaugh- 
ter, that his eye was directed to the Lamb 
of God who taketh away the sin of the 
world, and he went on his way rejoicing. 
The English martyr, Binney, would indi- 
cate the faithfol saying, ‘‘Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sinners, of 
whom I am the chief;” for it was in sight 
of these words that the burden fell from 
his back which fasts and penances had 
only rendered more weighty. There was 
a “stricken deer,” who had long been 
panting for water-brooks, but he had yet 
found no comfort; when one day, listlessly 
taking up a Testament, it opened at the 
words, “‘Whom God hath sent forth a 
propitiation,thtough faith in his blood, to 
declare his righteousness for the sins that 
are past,” and he instantly realized the 
sufficiency of the atonement, and embraced 
the gospel; and doubtless the bard of 
Olney would signalize, by the most_brilli- 
ant memorial, the spot where the Sun of 
righteousness first shone into his soul. 
“Now, unto the King eternal, immortal, 
invisible, the only wise God, be honor 
and glory for ever and eyer. Amen.” 
These were the words which instantly 
converted into a living temple the calm 
and stateiy mind of Jonathan Edwards, 
and we may be sure that, like Jacob who 
at Luz would always see the light of the 
ladder lingering, every time he returned 
to the passage, even in his most cursory 
persual, the devout theologian would re- 
ceive a surviving trace of that manifesta- 
tion which into his vacant, wistfal soul, 
brought “‘the only wise God,” and in glo- 
rifying that God gave him an object 
worthy the vastest powers, and the long- 
est existence.

And again there were thousands 
of places of special pilgrimage,—mountains, 
caverns, oases, islands, that became populous 
at stated periods with throngs that came from 
distant lands, perhaps to worship. perhaps to 
be healed, perhaps to fulfil vows made in danger, 
perhaps to become scholars, perhaps to hide 
their weary souls from the cares of the world 
or the anguish of an accusing conscience, per- 
haps to prepare for a dark and dreaded futare 
to them left unrevea'ed. Sect<and nations and 
priests multiplied such localities. Their re- 
nown was echoed hither and thither among 
men. 
Taking this as a key note to the interpreta- 
tion of the Forty-eighth Psalm.we see in it great 
additional beauty and power. The poet of inspi- 
ration looks over the world, and upon all its 
sacred localities and all its talelary Deities, and 
cries “Great is the Lord, and greatly to be 
praised in the city of our God, in the moun- 
tain of His holiness!

Sacred Music. 

What cau be done to restore to exer- 
cises of praise their characteristics and 
influences? The enterprise is doubtless a 
practical one. It must be so, for praise 
isa form of worship instituted for the 
glory of God and the benefit of his people 
through all time. How, then, shall the 
work be accomplished ? 

In the first place, the undertaking must 
be made a subject for prayerful consider- 
ation. It isnotrifling matter. The ques- 
tion whether praise is to be desecrated or 
to be redeemed from its abuses and re- 
stored to its appropiate beauty and spirit- 
uality, is surely one which is adapted to 
call forth deep solicitude. It is not si 
ply a question of musical improvement. 
The great themes of salvation are taken 
in hand; how shall they betreated? Shall 
they be abused and trifled with in the Di- 
vine presence, or shall they be cherished, 
illustrated, and enforced? To withhold 
solicitude in reference to such a subject as 
this, is to be guilty of unfaithfulnes. The 
same may be said of prayer on this behalf. 
Nothing can be achieved withoutit. Yet, 
how seldom are our supplications offered on 
behalf of this subject? This is wrong. 
There must be earnest inquiry, believing 
expectation, and frequent prayer. To 
speak here of impracticabilities would be 
displeasing to Him who knows no worship- 
pers bnt those who are spiritual. Many 
we have seen treat the whole subject with 
Many are satisfied with giving 
an occasional pittance toward “sustaining 
the music.” Others who have talent and 
influence, withhold exertions which there 
is reason to sup would be beneficial. 
And there are yet others who, fixing their 
attention upon the singing, indulge them- 
selves in censures or commendations, much 
as if they were attending a concert. 
this, we again say, is wrong. It must be 
done away. The work to be accomplished 
must be undertaken in the fear of God,

Reformation of Criminals. 
The following is from a late New York 


pa 
My England, the Prisoner’s Aid Society | 


is the most advanced and hopeful phase of 
crimioal economy thus far. We will give, 
on the authority of Recorder Hill, of 
Birmingham, who isone of the principal 
supporters of the movement, the example 
of a poor mechanic, named Thomas 
Wright, as the primary suggestion from 
which its method and its impulse were de- 
rived. This man was foreman of an iron 
foundry in Manchester, working twelve 
hours aday and supporting a family of 
eighteen childeen. Yet for forty years, 
he had found time to take discharged con- 
victs by the hand, and secure them em- 
ployment and confidence on his own sure- 
ty for their conduct, until the number 
whom he had thus saved from otherwise 
inevitable perdition, and restored to use- 
fotness and happiness, had become ‘‘a mal- 
titude!” Mr. Hill, in a letter to the 
Times, vindicating the principles of the So- 
ciety, (from which these facts are derived, ) 
states that Mr. Wright’s losses, as surety 
for these outcasts, were very few, and we 
can well believe it. There are men so be- 
reft of moral susceptibilities, and even of 
human sympathies, as to abuse the self- 
sacrificing love of the only human being, 
and he a stranger, who would step be- 
tween them and the scorn and abhorrence 
of the rest of mankind, but those men are 
extremely few, even in prisons. Given 
the disinterested manifestation of love, 
and the successful solution of the problem 
cannot be doubtful. We say not what 
might be the working of an office, with its 
salaried clerks, dealing with outcasts in 
the routine of a business system, very 
much like the police court itself; but we 
say that ifin any way the personal love 
and self-sacrifice of the plan can be brought 
to bear, it will generally tell. 

Mr. Hill lays stress upon one point of 
great importance, viz; that the minimum 
of effective aid is the principle of the So- 


ciety. The discharged prisoner is required 
to lean only on his own industry and good 
conduct for character and the opportanity 
tolabor. The society will aid him to find 
a trial;and in proper cases will, if una- 
voidable, privutely enter into engage- 
ments such as to securé him the needed 
opportunity.

It is men’s 
weakness that binds them together. By 
distributing gifts, God makes one man de- 
pendent upon avother, and welds society 
together by making every man necessi- 
tous, in some place, as regards other men.

Statistics or Inrempzrance 1N New 
Yorx.—Judge Capron, at the Union 
Temperance Meeting, held in the Taber- 
nacle on Thursday, the 11th inst., stated 
as the result of bis own investigations, 
that in New York city there are 15,000 
dram-shops, and 40,000 drunkards, at the 
very least calculation; each of these drink 
two gills of intoxicating liquors every 
day, being equal to 800,000, or 800 barrels 
per day; 300,000 barrels ina year. This 
quantity would make a reservoir 900 feet 
long, 80 feet wide, and 52 feet deep, 
equal to 3,744,000 cubic feet, and could 
float four large ships in full sail. At $30 
per barrel it amounts to $9,000,000. 60,- 
000 children never enter the schools. Du- 
ring the last year 60,000 arrests have 
been made, and 42,000 convictions.

What Working-men have Done. 


Some may say,‘Why give working people spe- 
cial time to think? What good use can they make 
of it?” Let us see what they havedone. Take 
general literature. Look at Daniel Defoe, the 
author of ‘Robinson Crusoe,’ one of the greatest 
authors of prose fiction that ever lived ; he be- 
gan life asa hosier, and was almost wholly 
self-taught. William Cobbet, the great mas- 
ter of racy Saxon English, was in early life a 
farmer’s boy, and afterwards a common soldier. 
Isaac Walton, the pleasing biographer and 
“ complete angler,” was a linen draper. Then 
in science : Thomas Simpson, the distinguished 
mathematician, wrought, for the greaier part 
of his life, as a weaver. Oaptain Cook, one of 
the most scientific of English sailors, and a 
very pleasing writer, was wholly self-taught. 
His father, a poor poasant, learnt to read when 
turned of seventy, in order that he might be 
able to peruse his son’s voyages. Arkwright, 
susequently Sir Richard, the inventor of the 
cotton-spining machine, was a poor man, and 
commenced life as a barber. ames Brindley, 
the author of canal navigation in England, the 
first who tunnelled great hills and brought 
ships across navigable rivers on bridges, was a 
millwright. Herschel, sabsequently Sir Wil- 
liam, originally a musician in a Hanoverian 
regiment, became a skillful optician and a great 
astrooomer. To him Campbell refers in the 
well known line, 

* Gave to the lyre of heaven another string.*’ 


Then for the fine arts. Chantrey was a 
milk and butter boy, and his first modelings 
were in softer material than marble. Sir 
Thomas Lawrence was the son of an inn-keep- 
er, and wholly self-taught. John Opie was 
found by Dr. Walcot working in a saw-pit.— 
William Hogarth, the greatest master of char- 
acter that ever developed his ideas by means 
of the pencil,served his apprenticeship to an 
engraving silversmith, and commenced bis pro- 
fessional career by engraving coats of arms and 
shop bills. Then in poetry, Gifford, the first 
editor of the “ Quarterly,” began life as a poor 
sailor boy, and afterwards served an appren- 
ticeship toa shoemaker. Bloomfield—pardon 
me for calling him the English Burns—wrote 
his best poem, “ The Farmer’s Boy, while he 
too worked ina tasa sh er. 

“ Ben Jonson,” says Fuller, in his “ English 
Worthies,” “ worked for some time as a brick- 
layer and mason.” He helped in the building 
of the new structure of Lincoln’s-Inn, when, 
baving a trowel in his band, he had a book in 
his pocket. Shakspeare, your own Will Shak- 
speare, was a poor man’s son; his father 
could not write his name, and his cross or 
mark still exists inthe record of Stratford-on- 
Avon toattest the fact. The poet’s own edu- 
cation seems to have been very limited, and 
tradition describes him as having lived for a 
time in very humble employments. Then turn 
we to theology, the highest range ofall: The 
two Millers, Dr. Isaac Dean of Carlisle, and 
his brother J h,author of the well-known 
“History of the Church,” began life as weavers.

German “Real-Schools."" 


The German child at six years of 
enters the so-called People’s School 
( Volksschnle) or, in cities, Bargher School. 
This school covers the ground occupied, 
both by our Primary and Grammar Schools 
and is intended to give to the children of 
the lower classes—for we must always 
bear in mind the European distinctions of 
rank—all the schooling they will receive. 
The course of instruction includes the fol- 
lowing subjects :—Religion and morals ; 
exercises in thought, usually connected 
with the study ofthe mother tongue ; ex- 
ercises in orthography and composition, 
and in elementary book-keeping 9s far as 
is necessary for the wants of small trades- 
men and farmers; arithmetic through 
fractions, with the tables of weights and 
measures; and for advanced scholars, 
wherever possible, the elements ef geom- 
etry, Besidesthis, a knowledge is obtain- 
ed of the most remarkable of the useful or 
injurious productions of nature belonging 
to his own country, and of the more re- 
markable ones belonging to foreign lands, 
and a general idea of the systems of clas- 
sifications in Natural History ; a knowl- 
edge ofthe principal phenomena of nature, 
and the laws by whig@ihey are governed, 
illustrated by simp? experiments, and a 
rudimentary knowledge of astronomy and 
the reckoning of time ; historical and geo- 
graphical knowledge, with special reference 
to the pupil’s own country ; popular physi- 
ology, and some knowledge of the faculties 
of the mind, together with some instruc- 
tion in regard to forms of government and 
the elements oflaw ; explanation of foreign 
terms of most frequent occurrence (as in 
some degree a substitute for instruction in 
foreign languages) and a general view of 
trade, commerce, and the mechanic arts. 
Besides this, instruction in singing, writing, 
and drawing, reading and declamation, and 
simple gymnastics ; all this not of course 
together, or at once, but in various courses 
extended over the period of eight years.

authority. To what extent a thorough 
instruction in all these branchesis realized 
in practice, we have no means ofknowing ; 
but probably, owing to the superior educa- 
tion of German schoolmasters, to a much 
greater extent than a similar scheme would 
be in this country, and much better in 
some of the states of Germany than in 
others.— The Massachusetts Teacher.

Public thanks are due to 
a correspondent of the Buffalo Medical 
Journal, for the pains he k to ferret 
out facts of the daily routine of the estab- 
lishment, the proprietors of which so rich- 
ly merit the reprobation of the whole com- 
munity, both for their recklessness of hu- 
man health, and their ignorance of 
ological law. Said an accomplished lady 
to us not long since, “My only daughter 
is made a wreck of—she lost her mind at 
that wretched school !” 

At this model establishment, where the 
daughters of the rich and of the aspiring 
are prepared for the grave every year, 
twelve hours are devoted to study, out of 
the twenty-four, when five should be the 
utmost limit. 

Two hours are allowed for exercise. 

Three hours for eating. 

Seven hours for sleep.

Multiplicity of Studies to be Avoided. 
There is a feeling quite too prevalent in the 
community, that a multiplicity of studies is 
really essential to good scholarship. Hence 


t arents and uen 
imbibe ihe im thet list of 


studies will produce good scholars; and there 
are never wanting quacks who willjinfest your 
houses, introducing themselves as teachers of 
~ on improved prin- 
ciples, w i to make parents believe 
that, if a boy “y to turn out an excellent 
scholar, you need but send him to their school, 
where, in addition to the usual English 
branches, he will learn the German, French, 
Spanish and Hebrew languages, and the Latin, 
besides, if the child is destined for a profession. 
And as to girls, to finish their education, they 
will tell’ you, you have nothing to do but to 
commit them to their care, and let them be 
confined, promiscuously, with the boys, some 
seven hours, in the school-room, daily, and be 
taught, besides the usual branches and lan- 
just mentioned, (except the Latin.) 
eedle-work, Embroidery, Botany, Chemistry, 
Phrenology, Music, Painting, Patching, Sing- 
ing, Dancing and Gymnastics : and all this va- 
a be to be communicated to them during the 
of from six to twelve. You are 
thus to burden their tender brains with this 
Babylonian confusion of languages, and their 
backs with a tower of Babel which they, every 
day, have to carry to school on their shoulders, 
in the shape of an ambulating corn! ; for 
such a number of studies brings daily io 
requisition a goodly number of books. Thus 
we, some time ago, met a boy returning from 
school with such a load ; it was a Friday even- 
ing, before dusk. We at first thought the 
child was changing his domicile, but finding the 
time such an un one for moving, we could 
not help asking the boy, on his approaching 
us to shake hands, whither he was carrying 
his load. Upon this he, in childlike sim- 
plicity, replied that he was coming from 
school. And as to the quantity of books, 
“ Why,” said he, *‘ I want all these at school, 
Mr. learns us so many ae, 
Now this system is very reprebensible, and 
prejudicial to the development of the human 
mind ; it is an error than which a more stu- 
as one cannot be conceived. Our 
schools, at best, can furnish bat a foundation, 
upon which the whole subsequent life must 
erect a superstructure. It is vastly more im- 
rtant that this foundation be accurately, 
strongly and fitly made, than that it contain a 
great variety of material. 

We would not be understood as undervalu- 
ing the higher branches, but merely as being 
opposed to substituting them for the elemen- 
tary and indi ble ones. We would not 
have a pupil attend to geograpby of the heav- 
ens until he knew something of the phy 
of the earth ; nor would we allow Chemistry, 
Astronomy, Geometry, Botany, Geology, and 
a long list of other ologies, to take the place 
of Reading, Spelling, Arithmetic, and other 
fundamental studies. Leta good foundation 
be well and thoroughly laid, and then the pu- 
pil has that on which he may rear a super- 
structure of any desired nature and extent. 
Bat, how often is it that pupils are.allowed to 
fritter away their time upon some of the more 
accomplished, though less useful branches, and 
that too, when they are sadly deficient in their 
elementary training! How many Misses spend 
their time on music and embroidery, French 
and painting, who might, with more propriety, 
spend some time over the spelling-book, and in 
learning the uses of the and the flat-iron, 
or in listening to the music of the piece of fur- 
niture which is used in sweeping the room. 

A gentleman, who was for many years at 
the head of a academy, says: “ A 
young lady once came to place herself under 
my care; with the intention of becoming a 
teacher. Upon examination, [ found her ex- 
ceedingly ignorant in the common branches of 
an English edacation ; but, perceiving from 
her appearance, that she had a course of study 
marked out in her own mind, I asked ber what 
branches she wished to pursue while under my 
cate. Said she, I wish to study Chemistry, 
Philosophy, Astronomy, and French,—paint 
a yen piece, read Spanish, conjecture a 
map, and learn bigotry.” Thinking the last- 
named sufficiently abounded without culture, 
he very readily conjectured that there was 
some mistake in the nomenclature ; and, upon 
further examination, he was induced to substi- 
tute botany for bigotry. Andis it not true, 
that, in many schools, there are scholars who 
can neither pronounce nor spell the names of 
the branches they pursue ?”’ 

The truth is that nearly every man has some 
favorite study, which he wishes to have occupy 
a prominent place on the catalogue of school 
studies ; and,if the notions and whims of all 
should be gratified, it would require no incon- 
siderable effort merely to remember the names 
of the branches to be pursued. We recently 
heard quite a discussion on the propriety of 
making agriculture a distinct subject of school 
instruction. Now, h we have a very ex- 
alted opinion of farming, we can see no g 
reason why it should be singled out from the 
numerous other occupations as a department 
of common-school study ; and, should such be 
the case, we should soon find other oecupations 
clamorous for their share of attention, until it 
would be necessary to construct school-honses

The most natural and therefore the most 
healthfn! stimulant of the rational powers 
of the mind is language, itself the perfect 
objective form of reason, in which, under 
the guidance of actual experience and on 
the basis of snbstantial facts, the soul can 
contemplate itself, inspect its own proces- 
ses and study its own being by the tests of 
the real products of its working. There 
are ,as already suggested, forms of life and 


and charm the mind through the senses. 
Grace of motion, symmetry of form and 
the endless shades and contrasts of color, 
reach the mind and work upon the soul 
through the organs adap to convey 
them, and the mind is thus incited to ac- 
quaint itself with the history and life of 
the natural world. This is the proper 
stimulant to such study. The forms by 
which Nature is herself revealed and mani- 
fested can best awaken the soul to the 
study and contemplation of Natore. So 
with regard to the laws and life of the 
inner world of Reason. Nothing can 
arouse the mind to the contemplation and 
study of these so well as the forms of 
Reason, its products, in which its life and 
laws become revealed as substantial objects 
of contemplation.

IMPORTANT NEWS. . 


By theship Mary Whittredge, arrived this 
morning, 53 days from Canton, we have been 
farnished by our Marine Reporters, Messrs. 
Sweeney & Baugh, with the following impor- 
tant intelligence : 
The city of Oanton was bombarded by the 
British fleet, date not given. The cause of the 
difficulty which led to this serious affair is thos 
stated. A commence by an 
Englishman, with a crew 
ed ty a party of the Imperialist and those on 
board accused of being rebels, which not bein 
egreeable they were driven from the vessel. 
An English officer soon after went on board, 
and he too was driven away and narrowly es- 
caped drowning. 
Orders were immediately sent to Hong 

Kong, when the British line-of-battle sbip 
Calentta, sl f-war Silet, frigate Winches- 
ter, steamers ta aod Eocounter, and 
the U. S.sloop-ofwar Portsmouth came down 
to protect the English and American cititzens. 
In accomplishing this they were compelled to 
bombard the two barriers, which, after six 
bours ing, were surrendered by the 
Ohioese. In the mean time, the British fleet 
had also bombarded thecity of Canton, settiog 
fire to the town several times.

The bark Yankee arrived yesterday, with 
dates to the 8th instant.

If 
the Fourth of July and New Year’s day bad 
been included, it would have saved them irouble, 
and been equaily economical and appropriate. 

The oil wrecked on the Nauticon, and landed 
on the capacious premises of the salvors, turns 
out on gauge between 2,050 and 2,100 barrels, 
sbowiog the underwriters an extremely small 
loss on cargo, irrespective of salvage. The 
bone saved exceeds 9,000 pounds. 

The ba:k Italy, reported to have been lost, 
arrived at Lahaina on December 15th, with 
1,800 barrels of oil on board. 

The whale-ship Benjamin Tucker, of New 
Bedford, Capt. Barber, came into Honolulu on 
December the 14th, under jury masts, having 
encountered a severe hurricane on the 3d of 
November. She was seriously injured. 

A large number of vessels names are given 
that are owned in the Islands, and employed 
in the whaling business. A_ severe storm, 
which did much had been experienced 
at Kona. Bird Island, which was reported to 
be rich in guano, turns out to be a humbug.

Astronomy for Boys—No. 2. 

Boys, look up. There are scenes of 
grandeur and splendor above. The beast 
looks down, for he feeds upon the earth, 
and has no soul. Bat a boy, with a mind 
to know and enjoy the truth, is made fora 
higher purpose, and should look up as well 


as down feeding, his soul on the glorious 
realities of science, the arts, and religion. 
Have you seen those splended planets 
shining so brightly every evening in the 
west, which are gradually comifg together, 
and of which we had a little talk last week? 
And do you remember their names? 
Well, we spoke of another wonder, the 
Zodiacal Light, of which I was to speak 
this week, and a wonder indeed it is. No 
man knows what it is, where it comes 
from, or what its use is; yet there it is up 
among the stars, coming only once fora 
few weeks every year. This is just the 
season for it, for the last week in January 
and the first in February it shines the 
brightest, and appears the most splendid. 
Now let me tell you how to find it, then 
we will talk some more about it. You 
know what the Milky-way is, now running 
directly over head east and west. The 
appearance of the Milky-way, you know, 
is irregular, like broken clouds of light, 
scattered along in a line across the hea- 
vens. Now after the Day-light is wholly 
gone in the evening, you can easily trace 
the Milky-way down tothe horizon in the 
west, and then if you look only a little to 
the south, you can see a regular light ap- 
pearance, as bright as the Milky-way, but 
regular, running up the heavens towards 
the east, or, you may think, the south-east, 
and becoming less and less bright till it is 
all gone. This is the Zodiacal Light. 
The two splendid planets of which we 
talked last week are right in it, and are so 
bright you cannot see this Zodiacal Light 
as plainly as you can generally other 
years. Yet youcan see it distinctly now, 
if you look aright for it. You may think 
it is the daylight shooting up: bat it is 
not. It is something of itself aside from 
the day light, soon you will see its high- 
est point ranning up almost to the Seven 
Stars. It never goes by them I think 
and after a few weeksit all goes out for 
another year. I always look at this 
wonderful appearance, coming only once a 
year, with a great deal of interest. What 
can it be? No one can tell. Some think 
it may be the atmosphere of the sun. But 
this it cannot be, for the atmosphere of 
the sun would not be so all on one side, 
nor would it so shoot out far into the hea- 
vens, except by amiracle. But astrono- 
mers generally think it must be something 
like a great comet passing round the sun 
in just one year, the same as the earth, 
and in such a manner that the comet 
comes between the earth and the sun at 
just the same season every year. If it is 
a comet, it must be a very curious one in- 
deed, never to be seen anywhere except 
between the earth and the sun, for all 
other comets which are seen, are seen at 
a distance from the sun, to which they come 
nearer and nearer, until perhaps they get 
between the earth and the sun. After- 
wards, again, they are seen to go farther 
and farther away until they go out of sight. 
But sure it is, that whatever the Zodiacal 
Light is, there it is once every year, just 
as regularly as the year comes round, 
shooting high up in the heavens and 
shining in mystery and splendor. Look 
up andsee it. Never do I go out at eve- 
ning at this season without looking at it 
with wonder and delight, if the sky is not 
cloudy. I had ratherlook at it than go 
to ten theatres. There is more to be en- 
joyed in looking at the heavens and think- 


.| ing of their wonders in one evening than 


there is in attending eighteen balls and 
dances. Any fool can hop about a room, 
or chew tobacco, smoke cigars, drink liquor, 
play cards ; but, boys, know that you have 
souls fitting you to become men, and qual- 
ifying you to know God and rejoice in the 
knowledge of his works. Look up as 
well as down, and behold the wonders 
above you ; then next week we will talk 
of them again.

The o “de 
I got aletter froma boy who was in 
“pursnit of under difficulties,” 
beseeching me to tell him exactly what 
the word carat meant, when used in esti- 
mating the quality of gold. Now, I hon- 
estly confess that the question was @ poser 
tome. I don’t profess to know every- 
thing. There are at least twoor three 
things which I don’t know, and this was 
one of them. However, I found a nut- 
cracker, after a while, which broke the 
shell of the nat. I am now able to grati- 
fy my shrewd Kentuckian reader, and 
while I am about it, I may as well give 
you all a taste, that is, if you have any 
such curiosity as the young man had who 
asked the question. 

“But I know all about carrots,” says 
one. ‘‘My father raises bushels of them 
every year. They are long roots. Some- 
times we put themin soup. We give 
them to the cattle, and—” 

Well, that’s wisdom enough for this 
time. We'll take the rest of it when we’ve 
properly digested this. A carat of the 
kind we are now considering, is not a root, 
You'll smile, though, perhaps, when I tell 
you it is a vegetable, nevertheless—that 
it grows in a pod—and is very like a bean. 
Mr. Bruce, an English traveler of some 
note, tells us all about the tree which pro- 
duces the carat; He found itin Abys 
sinia. It is a very beautiful tree, accord- 
ing to his description. It bears a pod, in 
which isa red bean, with a black spot in 
the middle of it. 

“But pray what has this pretty bean 
todo with the weight of gold ?” 

That is jnst the thing I am coming to. 
This bean, which is remarkably uniform 
in its weight, has been used, from immemo- 
rial time, in many different nations, and the 
Abyssinians among tne rest, in weighing 
precious metals. The practice, I think, 
began in Africa. From this country it 
is probable the people of India derived it. 
At all events, the English learned it from 
India. Atwhat period precisely a definite 
weight was attached to the caratin Eng- 


along time ago, however. When used 
as a weight—which is only among jewelers 
in weighing diamonds and other precious 
stones—the carat is estimated at some 
three and one fifth grains (some say four) 
of Troy weight. But in determining the 
relative purity of gold, the carat is used in 
a somewhat different sense. It expresses 
proportion, without reference to the quan- 
tity of the metal which is tested. The stan- 
dard of pure gold is 24. This number is the 
unit. Now, suppose we want to express 
the degree of fineness of a given mass of 
gold, that is, how much alloy there is in 
it. We consider the mass—no matter 
whether it weighs an ounce or a pound, or 
a dozen of pounds—as divided into twenty- 
four parts. If one of these parts is alloy, 
then, as there are twenty-three parts of 
pure metal left, we call the gold “twenty- 
three carats fine.” If there are six parts 
alloy, which is frequently the case in fin- 
ger-rings and jewelry of this kind, 
then there are eighteen parts of pure met- 
al left, and the mass of gold to be tested 
is pronounced “eighteen carats fine.”— 
Youth’s Cabinet, 


Larcest CLock 1n Wortp.—The 
dials of the English Parliament clock are 
twenty-two feet in diameter, and are the 
largest in the world. 

Every half-minute the point of the min- 
ute-hand moves nearly seven inches. The 
clock will go eight and a half days and 
strike only for seven and a half, so as to 
indicate by its silence any neglect in wind- 
ing up. The mere winding of each of the 
striking parts will take two hours. The 
pendulam is 15 feet long; the wheels are 
of cast iron; the hour-bell is eight feet 
high and nine feet in diameter. weighing 
from fourteen to fifteen tons. The weight 
of the hammer is four ewt. 


Tae Greatest Crry.—London is now 
the greatest city in the world, and far sur- 
passes all the great cities of antiquity. Ac- 
cording to Gibbon, the population of an- 
cient Rome, in the height of its magnifi- 
cence, was 2,200,000.
